Shortage of UFO sightings lands 
spotters with ‘bit of a bad time’

T he UFO spotters’ lot is not a 
happy one at the moment. 
Tired of being ridiculed over 
fake sitings and having to en¬ 
dure jibes about “little green 
men" they are now facing a 
severe shortage of UFO sight¬ 
ings. 

However, despite the drought 
of visiting extra-terrestrials and 
flying saucers, hundreds of en¬ 
thusiasts will gather in Shef¬ 
field today for a conference en¬ 
titled UFOs — Fact, Fraud or 
Fancy. 

“It is a bit of a bad time at the 
moment," said Philip Mantle, 
chairman of the Independent 
UFO Network, organisers of the 
conference. "There has not 
been a decent siting in ages." 

According to Mr Mantle they 
come in cycles. “The last time 
we had a decent series of sitings 
was about 10 years ago. This 
year there have hardly been 
any." he said. 

The conference aims to ex- 


' pose some well-documented 
cases involving UFOs as frauds 
and will hear testimonies from 
people who lay claim to a close 
encounter. Last year the Ind- 
pendent UFO Network received 
over 100 calls of possible sit¬ 
ings, 90 per cent of which had 
non-UFO explanations. 

“We are still investigating 
about 10 cases for which there 
is no explanation. Many people 
do not bother calling brcause 
they are afraid of being thought 
of as a bit strange,” added Mr 
Mantle. “There is still a great 
deal of stigma attached.” 

The most puzzling case in his 
experience occurred in 1980. In 
Yorkshire a family saw a space¬ 
ship land and thrw tall men in 
boiler-type suits emei^o waving 
instruments. “I still have not 
worked that one out yet." 

Despite the UFO shortage, a 
few places have still been 
receiving visits. 

"Scotland seems to be very 
popular. We have had hundred's 
of sitings from there over the 
years," said Mr Mantle.

MYSTERIOUS goings-on 
throughout the county could 
soon be explained after a 
group of dedicated 
researchers set up their own 
investigation team.

"Another of our aims is to try 
and get the subject of UFOIogy 


hotter understood by the public, 
with the assistance of the press. 

"We wish to prove to the public 
that UFOs and UFOIogy needs 
serious research and investiga¬ 
tion. not just being scorned at 
and thrown away with 
UFOIogists being branded freaks 
and mentally inadequate in some 
way." 

HURG's first case, 
investigated last November, 
dated back to 


1978 and the group is now look¬ 
ing for more cases. 

“If anyone docs experience 
something unexplained we would 
appreciate being informed as 
soon as possible so we can start 
an investigation before tho trail 
runs dry," added Mr John. 

"Because of our code of conduct 
we never release the witnesses’ 
personal details to any person 
without written consent. We also 
would not give any 
unsubstantiated details that we 
could not support to any person 
or group."

Corn circles come a cropper

A GLORIOUS chapter in 
the annals of British 
summertime lunacy ap¬ 
pears to be drawing to a 
close. Only 45 crop circles 
have been found this year, 
compared with more than 
400 in each of the last two 
years. 

It is a tragedy on the scale 
of England's cricket demise 
lor the fledgling, bitterly di¬ 
vided cereology industry and 
’ blow to farmers who have 
vned more from charging 
>ple to inspect circles 
md on their land than 
irora growing crops. 

Ufologists. Japanese pro¬ 
fessors of aerodynamics, me¬ 
teorologists and statisticians 
have flocked to England over 
the last 10 years to study the 


phenomenom. A Guardian 
experiment last year showed 
that even the most complex 
shapes could be reproduced 
by beginners with a few 
hoops, ladders and poles, de¬ 
spite a claim by the Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment 
that the circles were caused 
by variations in air pressure 
from excitable sparrows. 

For some cereologists it 
may be the end of the road. 
Fat Delgado, the Hampshire- 
based proponent of the UFO 
theory of crop circles, admit¬ 
ted: “The steam has gone out 
of it. There have been a lot of 
hoaxes this year.’’ 

His three books on crop cir¬ 
cles have sold nearly 500,000 
copies worldwide. “Some of 
the circles are genuine. I 
still believe we have a funda¬ 
mental mystery.” 

"Where have they gone?” 


asked Paul Fuller, a circle 
researcher. “I used to say 90 
per cent were genuine, the 
rest were hoaxes. Well. I’ve 
backed down off that now... 
It's a disaster for people who 
support alien theories- 

“1 still maintain there’s a 
natural phenomenon out 
there." 

Doug and Dave — the two 
septuagenarian Hampshire 
farmers who claim to have 
perpetrated most of the 5.000 
circles in Britain in the last 
10 years after drinking ses¬ 
sions — were yesterday cele¬ 
brating what they called “the 
real end of the circle”. 

So too was the organiser of 
a circle-debunking meeting 
at Marlborough. Wiltshire, 
this week. More than 200 
people paid £5 each. The hall 
cost less than the price of a 
round of beer to hire.

Strange Occurrence at 
Crenshaw Crossing

Crenshaw Crossing is a lonely, winding ••./a- 
that stretches across a moonscape of abandoned 
coal mine strip pits in rural souihem Dlinths. The 
area evokes an image of a prehistonc wwld con¬ 
vulsed by unseen subterranean forees. It’s easy to 
imt^ine apterodactyl circling ihcdeep waier-fiUed 
pits. Satanists are rumored to use this eene land¬ 
scape to conceal their grizzly rituals. At night, it s 



especially spooky; ezacDy the sort of place you 
might expect a flying saucer to choose as a clan¬ 
destine landing site. 

Upon arriving at Crenshaw Crossing, the offi¬

County Emergenev Services and Ehsaster .Agency 
(ESDA) came on 155.025 MHz with anews flash. 
The North American Aerospace Defense Com¬ 
mand {a division of NORADl had just landlinal 
ESDA and informed them that the UFO was in fact 
a Russian booster rocket reentering the atmo¬ 
sphere from a polar orbit. The rocket contained 
substantial traces of fuel which had ionized upon 
hitting the Earth’s atmosphere, producing a spec¬ 
tacular saucer-shaped light show.

Do My Eyes Deceive Me? 

How could named,professional police officers 
mistake a ball of ionized gas high in the upper 
atmosphere for a solid object so close that they 
actually thought it could be overtaken by their 
patrol cars? The answer lies in human psychology. 

Wicn confronted with tense or unusual cir¬ 
cumstances, aperson can lose their objectivity and 
jump to unfounded conclusions. Then, group psy¬ 
chology takes over and the hysteria becomes 
epidemic. This might be termed the Chicken Little 
Effect: someone yells, "The sky is falling," and 
everyone runs for coverl 

What goes up must come down. Only about 5% 
nf the 7,150 manmade orbiting objects that are 
'UTcntly tracked by the North American Aero¬ 
space E)efenseConunand are active saicUiies. The 
rest are space junk, and they’re coming our way. 
On average, one of these objects falls out of orbit 
every day. 

Next time you sec strange Eghis in the sky. take 
a deep breath and rum on your scanner. Check the 
police, emergency preparedness, and NOA,\ 
weather channels. Chances are you will discover 
that the UFO space junk, meteors, aurora, Ve¬ 
nus. blimps, mirages, or some other down to earth 
phenomena. 

You might also try monitoring the MUFON 
(Mutual UFO Network) amateur radio net for 
updates on UFO sightings. Frequencies are 3.929, 
7,237. and 28.47 MHz. The MUFON electronic 
bulletin board can be reached on 901-785-4943.
